Two very clever and interesting paper 
were read last evening in the Art 
Building before a Hireling of tlir Econo 
mica I Ctui). The meeting was called to 
order by B, K. Drown, tlic yicc-presi 
dent, who later surrendered the chair t<> 
C. Rallantync, the president. 

The speaker introduced C. W. Web 
stcr, who read a paper on International 
War Debt;.- Webster's resume of the 
situation showed that lie had the subject 
well in hand. He paid a great deal of 
attention to the P.rtish debt to the Unit- 
ed States. The American debt claim is 
the greatest in history by one country 
against another. It dwarfs any of the 
debts incurred in the Franco-Prussian 
war. In order to pay off the American 
debt on the original term-., i; Would be 
necessary for Great Britain to receive 
front France, Italy and other allies some 
of the monies owing her by them. None 
of these countries arc in a position to 
make payments, as they have no accumu- 
lation of wealth. After the Fraiico- 
I'russian war, France was able to pay 
off most of the indemnity by selling 
foreign securities, but she entered this 
war with no such rcserxr. The only 
way of increasing wealth is by increasing 
her export:., and to do this on the im- 
mense scale necessary is impossible. It 
would mean that England and America 
would necessarily he inundated with an 
amount of French goods which they could 
not possibly assimilate; 

Now the ability of a country to pay 
its debts depends on the country's ability 
to produce goods. For instance, during 
the period of America's industrial de- 
velopment, the Stales borrowed immense 
sums from England, but her industry 
and exports were so great that she. was 
able, to nay off that n.e1>l with ease. No 
European Government is at present in a 
position to pay debts. The whole con-

With a cortege in which walked near 
ly all the leading fgurcs in the medical 
porfessinn as well as representatives of 
all the Faculties of the University and 
large numbers of students from every 
year in medicine, the remains of the late 
Sir Thomas G. Roddick, M.D.. LL.D. 
(Edin. and Queen's), F.R.S-C, were 
laid to rest in the Mount Royal Cemetery 
yesterday afternoon. 

The funeral service was conducted at 
Sir Thomas' late residence. 705 Sher- 
brooke street west, by Rev. Dr. R. W. 
Dickie, at half-past two, following which 
the cortege proceeded to Mount Royal 
Cemetery. 

Two carriages were filled with wreaths 
and sprays of flowers sent by friends of 
the late Sir Thomas and by educational 
scientific and other bodies. These in- 
cluded a beautiful wreath from McGill 
University, and from the Faculty of Me- 
dicine, and others from the various fac- 
ulties and Icasscs of the University and 
affiliated bodies. 

Pastor's Tribute. 
In performing the last riles at the late 
Sir Thomas' residence, Rev. Dr. R. W. 
Dickie briefly eulogised the life and work 
of the departed in the following words: 

"In discharging these last offices of 
respect to the departed we cannot but be 
reminded in looking back over the life of 
Sir Thomas Roddick that his was a 
singularly full and useful life. Though 
we spend oin É years as a talc that is fold 
and our lives arc soon cut off and wc 
fly away, yet the tale of his life, was 
meaningful and worthy beyond most. 

"From the lime that he entered Mc- 
Gill as an undergraduate, almost sixty 
years ago he lived continuously in Mont- 
real and increasingly became rooted in 
our common life. His abounding vigor 
and vitality made possible for him one 
of the fullest lives of his time- The 
variety and extent of his interests and 
services in many fields of our common 
life caused us all to wonder how one 
man could live so broadly and accomplish 
so much. 

"His very large practice in medicine 
and surgery would have been sufficient 
for the energies of many a man. But 
there was scarcely a. branch of his profes- 
sion's public services In which he. was 
not interested, and in tlicse he was gen- 
erally a leader. Perhaps no man has 
done more than did Sir Thomas Roddick 
to advance and exalt, the medical pro- 
fession in Canada. Without stint he 
gave of his best to the department of 
medicine in his old Alma Mater. He 
organiz-ed the hospital and medical ser- 
vice of the Dominion Department of 
Militia. He was a father to the Red 
Cross Society and the Victorian Order

Another week-end crowded witli Intercollegiate athletic events 
is in prospect, with contests in three sports taking place to-night and 
to-morrow afternoon and evening. In Kingston the boxers and 
wrestlers will be making a very determined effort to bring the honors 
of- the annual Assaiilt-at-Arms back to McGill. while here in Mont- 
real the basketball and water polo teams will be lighting to win and 
remain in the running for the championship. As well as these, the 
McGill hockey team will face the formidable All Star .Montreal team 
at the Arena in their concluding game of this season. 

It is now several years since a McGill boxing and wrestling 
team were successful in wresting the championship from the To- 
ronto and Queen's representatives, but this year, with a very well 
balanced team, composed in a large number of cases of veterans of 
several years' experience, there seems to be a very good possibility 
that success will crown their efforts. 

The basketball team, with the handicap of two early season de- 
feats, succeeded in doing last Saturday what was considered to be 
the almost impossible, namely, defeating the Toronto team on their 
own floor, and are now anxious to show that they can defeat Queens 
as well. McGill is confident that they can do it. 

The water polo team have several times within the memory of 
; students at present at the University, had to overcome a large lead 
at the start of the game here in Montreal, and have on numerous oc- 
casions proved themselves equal to the task. They are confidently 
looked to to repeat the performance to-morrow night. 

The hockey team arc attempting a great task when they meet 
the All Star team, but it must also be remembered that in a contest 
between team play and individualism, the former has a great advan- 
tage, and there is no reason why the McGill representatives should 
not prove victorious. ' 

As well as .these contests, the McGill. colours will be upheld in 
the Women's Intercollegiate, Easketball League by the R*. V. C. 
representatives, when they play Queens to-night and University of 
Toronto to-morrow night. The third year of Women's Intercol- 
legiate sport finds an even keener spirit of rivalry present than pre- 
viously, and keenly contested games arc certain. 

This will probably be the concluding appearance of McGill In- 
tercollegiate teams here in Montreal for this session, and in every 
case there is a spirit evidenced which shows that ever}' man is de- 
termined that the season will end with McGill teams in the winning 
column in three more sports.

JUDAISM A FAITH 
WITH FEW D3GMAS 



A Religion Essentially for 
Life, Says Rabbi 



The orthodox conception oi Ju- 
daism was lucidly sot forth by RaUbi 
J. Zlotnick, before the discussion 
group on Comparative Religions yes- 
terday afternoon, in Strathcona Hall. 
Following the address spirited discus- 
sion on various aspects of the religion 
took place. 

Love of God, of fellow men and ot 
all living creatures, the Rabbi empha- 
sized as the main 'teaching of Judaism. 

God having created all human be- 
ings, accordipg to the religion, no dif- 
ferences of race, or class arc recog- 
nized in the ethical laws. '1 he strang- 
er and the foreigner arc not to be 
treated differently from others. Benev- 
olence is enjoined not only towards 
human beings, but in immediate pas- 
sages in the Bible, kindness to ani- 
mals is enforced by law. Tlic Talmud 
on this question declares that the 
mercy of God extends over all His 
works, not only over man. 

Monotheism, which is the outstand- 
ing dogma of Judaism, was the great 
contribution made to the progress of 
religious thought by the Jews. God 
had been conceived in the image of. 
man, by the Greeks, for instance; Ju- 
daism conceived of man in the image 
of- God. This belief in one God is 
practically the sole dogma clearly ex- 
pressed in the Old Testament. 

Otltcr dogmas which are part and 
parcel of Judaism are barely suggest- 
ed in the Bible; scholars prove their 
origin in the Script-ures, however. 



of the Immortality of the Soul and 
Prominent amongst these arc the ideas 
the Resurrection of the Dead. Judg- 
ment and retribution arc practically 
unnicntioncd in the Bible, though 
much is said, in the Prophets, in par 
ticular, on the reward and punishment 
of the Nation. Post-Biblical litera- 
ture is. however, full of this subject. 
The Prophets arc also full of refer- 
ences lo the promised coming of the 
•Messiah. Jews, of course, still be 
lieve that the Messiah is yet to come, 
and with him the Millenium — the end 
of war and strife and the establish 
ment of perfect peace — the main ideal 
of Judaism. 

The paucity of dogmas in Judaism is 
accounted for, the speaker pointed out, 
by the fact that it is distinctly a re- 
ligion for lite. The great bulk of the 
teachings and commandments of the 
Liiblc refer to the common everyday 
life of the nation. Health laws, diet- 
ary laws, civil laws and ethics. 

Unbelief, the Rabbi explained, was 
not punishable under Jewish law. Vio- 
lation of the law was sternly dealt 
with and strictly enjoined to prevent 
anarchy and lawlessness; but freedom 
of thought was not restricted. God is 
conceived as the merciful Being, but 
as the Supreme Judge, punishing 
wrong-doing. The "eye for eye" sys- 
tem of justice was not literally applied 
the Rabbi said, the Talmud clearly 
explaining the system of money com- 
mutation used. 

Otto Klineberg, M.A., Med. '24 
presided, and moved a vote of thanks 
to the speaker.

The senior team is in the best condition 
possible^ Little' is almost back tn his old 
time form and displayed his talent in last 
night's practice when he time and again 
was assisting in the scoring as well as 
spinning the ball into the net. Turpel 
the fighting forward on the Red and 
White machine, showed his skill at the 
game and dropped some wicked shots 
into the ring. With Mendelsohn also 
working at tou form and getting the 
bull in from all angles, the forward line 
has plenty of material and every oppor- 
tunity of adding up a big score on Sat- 
urday. 

Manson at the pivot position is, as 
usual, the keystone of the whole team, 
and sent the ball into the net on numer- 
ous occasions but for the most part help- 
ed the defence and started the combina- 
tion up the floor. This big centre will 
have a good mail to play against tomor- 
row but is equal to the job and should 
give the opposition plenty of exercise 
before the start of the game. 

Philpot of die Intermediate team was 
given a try out with the seniors and 
showed up well. This player although 
starting --lialo in the year, has developed 
well, and with the advantage of weight 
he shoiiklïu another season catch a place 
with the seniors. Snyder and Rafalo- 
vitcli, the intermediate defence men, both 
are not only heavy but fast. The latter 
is one "of the steadiest players on the 
team andJvandles the ball whh an ability 
that makes the senior delegation step 
our to stop'lïim from scoring. Scharfe, 
the light-captain of the team, with Ho- 
dina made up the forward line, and both 
had no little trouble in getting by the 
husky senior guards. Scharfe, however, 
slipped in the odd basket on numerous 
good shots and kept the seniors well back 
on the floor to cover him. Tomorrow 
with "Eiill" James in his position on the 
forward line, the Intermediates should 
have little trouble with the Central V 
team. These two teams will line up at 
two o'clock in the High School to play

From a spectators standpoint 
City League, Intercollegiate, professional 
and even' other brand of hockey thrown 
into the shade for thrills. What is lack- 
ing as an exhibition of stellar hockey to 
the onlookers is atoned for 'by the close- 
ness of the score and the zeal (if some- 
times nothing else) of the participants. 

The Medical, though they were seldom 
outplayed by the white-sweatercd Arts 
team were lucky to drag themselves off 
the ice with a tic score. Their tying 
counter came immediately after a face- 
off a few yards' in front of the Arts 
goal . Lanchicr plucked the puck into the 
air on the face off. and the rubber came 
down out of the sky into one. coTncr of 
the net, giving Melanson little chance to 
save. 

Melanson. the Arts goalie, undoubtedly 
turned in the best performance of his 
hockey career. He thoroughly demon- 
strated that Harold Lloyd horn-rimmed 
spectacles need not be any detriment to 
the gentle art of net-minding. The one 
tally that did slip past him was of a 
rather "flukey" nature and could hardly 
ha\c been avoided.

tiuent is in a state to turmoil, and pro- 
duction is very' erratic. After the Ver- 
sailles Treaty was formulated, it way 
realized that Germany could not pay 
anything like the amount demanded, and 
so the amounts were reduced. It was 
finally realized that the only way stabil- 
ity could be obtained was by a gcineral 
cancellation of war debts. Great Bri- 
tain made ' this proposal to the United 
States, but H was r6fuscd, and had it 
been accepted Great Britain would have 
been the greatest loser, but general sta- 
bility would have soon resulted, and Eu- 
rope would probably be now on its way 
to recovery. But the U. S. continues to 
exact its pound of flesh, and France has 
advanced into the Ruhr, laying the pos- 
sible foundation of new wars in the fu- 
ture- 

F. C. Cope was introduced at the con- 
clusion of Webster's paper. His subject 
was "International Reparations,' which 
is, in a way, only another angle of In- 
ternational Debts. 

The main question about International 
Reparations is how to make Germany 
pay: in fact, can she. pay? 

It was pointed out that Germany might 
possibly pay if all 'the private holders of 
foreign securities- were to sell 1hcm to the 
German Government in exchange for 
German money. German money is of 
value in Germany, and large sums could 
be raised in this manner. But the pri 
vatc owners arc unwilling, it seems, to 
do this. France has decided that she is 
going to make Germany pay whether 
she can or not, .Hence the advance into 
the Ruhr, which France now realizes the 
folly of. Great Britain and the United 
States both protested to France, but the 
protests went' unheeded, and the occupa- 
tion goes on. The United Stales with- 
draw her troops, and it is a question 
whether or . not England will adopt the 
same plan in the face of France's action . 

The papers were followed by lively 
discussions.

REPRESENTATION IN 

, PARLIAMENT 

The steady growth of Western Canada 
in the political structure of the Dominion 
is seen in the redistribution measure at 
present before Parliament. After the 
next general election the federal Parlia- 
ment of Canada will have 2Ah members 
instead of 235, as at present. The in- 
crease in representation goes entirely to 
the four western provbic.es, Manitoba, 
.Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Col- 
umbia. This increase is determined ma- 
thematically, simply by an application ot 
the law. The British North American 
Act provided that representation in the 
House of Commons should he readjusted 
after each decennial census. Quebec's 
fixed number, sixty-five members in the 
Federal House, determines the unit of re- 
presentation for all the provinces.' Under 
the 1921 census, .30^83 is the unit of 
representat ion, . as compared w ith 30,8 1 "J 
in 19H . " fii accordance wîtlî Uiis unit 
the redistribution measure will reduce 
Nova Scotia's representation from six- 
teen in the presont House to fourteen in 
the new House. 

The provinces east of the Great Lakes 
will have a majority of scats. Ontario's 
representation wouid have been reduced 
by one but for a saving clause in the 
British North American Act which says 
that a province shall not have its repre- 
sentation reduced unless the province's 
proportion of population has been dimin- 
ished by one-twentieth or more. But with 
regard to the influence of thé west in 
Canadian politics, the last general elec- 
tion showed that there is a growing 
accord between political opinion in On- 
tario and in the western provinces.' On- 
tario has broken away from the bi-party 
system to the extent of tending a con- 
tingent of Progressives to sit in Parlia- 
ment with the Progressive members from 
the west. Liberal and Conservative 
party stalwarts, of course, arc prone to 
regard the incursion of the Progressives 
into federal politics as merely temporary. 
They expect to sec the 'bi-party system 
restored comfortably by. the next general 
election. The fact remains that luider 
the redistribution the next Parliament 
will have twelve additional western mem- 
bers, and Canada's western provinces are 
least wedded to old party tradition.— 
Christian Science Monitor.

ON ENGLISH 
ANCESTORS 

Manners and Habit* in I he 
Middle Ages 



ARCHITECTURE 

Evolution of Live Great Hall 
in English Buildings 



"Tire evolution of llir. domestic life "( 
our ancestors is ;i problem which is of 
great importance to students of social 
conditions." said Professor W'augh in 
a lecture which lie delivered yesterday 
on how our English ancestors lived. 

Prof- W.'iiigu said he had been asked 
why he had inserted the word "English" 
in his title. lie explained that it «a» 
solely because of limits on his lime and 
that most of his remarks might apply to 
oilier countries than England, such as 
h'rancc or .Scotland . The lecture was 
to trace thé domestic development of 
England in the middle ages. \ gentle- 
man of that peril id might feci ar home 
in many countries. There were lew 
material difference- :n Kuropciui na- 
lions. 

Historians who wrote in ihi; period 
arc blamed for neglecting to record social 
history . T hey did not describe how peo- 
ple lived, what kind of houses they 
lived in. what foods they ate and the 
clothes Ihc-y wore. Today it is different, 
historians no more neglect this important 
phase in the history of the world. If 
' wc had lo rely on written material for 
knowledge ul domestic conditions in the 
middle ages, we would know very little. 

Professor W augh said that he intended 
lo talk about the houses of our English 
ancestors particularly. Especially the 
houses of Mi,- rich. It i^ |h c rich who 
always- laid the way in material advance 
and the middle class follow their lead. 
The poorer class are much the same 
throughout ihis period nf history. The 
hovels ami huts of the poor man did not 
alter a great deal from the l.'ih century 
lo the 19th. 

The Saxons had few buildings built of 
stone. Those thai were were mainly 
for religions purposes. The Norman rich 
built great castles of stone for military 
needs and churches. The great Norman 
castles were military garrisons. Their 
principal feature was the huge squifrc 
tower- The lower might have numerous 
floors, each having one main large room. 
The walls were of extreme thickness, 
enabling many small rooms and passages 
lo be built within Idem. These lowers 
though fairly commodious, were extreme- 
ly dark, the windows bring very small." 

Only the eery rich had castles such as 
Ihese. The poor went on liv ing the same 
as before, mostly in houses nf wood. The 
lowers wcrr found principally near die 
border-line, where protection v as ncccs- 
sary. 

The Iraces nf || ICH . ,,] i|Ces nir fo|m( j . n 
the rural districts and nol in ihc lowns. 
where modifications >» architecture arc 
many, as it is casv lo comprehend. 

Air. Waiigh then explained Ihc design 
of a typical home ..»' a country genllc- 
man in the medieval period. One en- 
lercd a courtyard surrounded on three 



sides by a high wall. On the fourth side) 
was the house itself The door was to- 
ward one end and opened into a passage 
shut off from the central room by a 
wooden screen . The central room, or 
great hall, occupird most of the building. 
On ihc other side of the passage.- way 
were the kitchens and pantries. At the 
f.ir end of the great hall was a room 
which was for 111-', il" 1 of the family 
alone. This remained the general plan 
ul houses in the rural districts for majiy 
icr-. Gradual)} rooms were added 
around the court-yard. 

The ball musi have Wee n f r r • I very 
dark, because gias? was scute and so 
windows were very small and made es- 
pecially so thai ihc cold wind', could not 
penetrate into the building. I here were 
fireplaces bnitl around and sometimes 
there were only open hcarlhs built in the 
middle of the hall. K'ighl ever Ihis would 
be a hole in the roof to enable smoke to 
escape- In some buildings there were 
fireplaces and open hcarlhs both lo pro 
viilc for better heating, As time went 
on ihc windows became larger and more 
light vas allowed in. flay windows 
were introduced with some very beautiful 
effects. The Halls became lo be decor- 
ated more effectively and some beautiful 
examples have come down to us. The 
'lecturer showed several slides showing 
Westminster Hall with its wonderful 
windows and woo<lcn beams: Cardinal 
Wolsclcy's and several college Halls, 
among which that of Christ Cltrueh, 
Oxford, the best example. 

It was customary to have a raised plat- 
form al the end of the great common 
room in Ihc houses of the rich, on which 
was placed the tabic a] which the owner 
and his family, guests and chief oificals 
île. On the lower floor were long tables 
aj which the servants sal. These were 
always very numerous, because labor was 
very plentiful •and the families and their 
children all sat together. On the floor 
were strewn rushes, sometimes clean, 
more often not. and on these were thrown 
il.o bones and morsels of meat for the 
d<4.s. 

There were two meals a day . People 
got up at sunrise and had dinner al 10 
o'clock a.m. Supper was at 2 o'clock 
p.m. Even as laic as Chauscr's time 
plates were shared in the community 
way. There were knives and spoons, 
but no forks till ihc time of Elizabeth. 

Il is interesting in Ihis connection to 
read 15th century hooks on etiquette, 
where it says it is nol good manners In 
lick one's plate or to w ipe one's leeth 
on ike taWeciotll. Also thaJt people 
should not scramble for the largest mor- 
sels on ihc plat 1er. 

The art of cooking was not neglected 
al this time- The diet consisted chiefly 
of meat, fish and sweats. The potato 
was nol known, and green vegetables 
were not favored. Cooks vied with each 
other in producing jellies and subtleties. 
< irc.il care was given lo ihc design of the 
kin hen, as is show n by that of Glaston- 
bury Abbey. 

The Hall was the general sleeping 
room. The family usually slept in their 
own room. Whrn Ihcrc were pucstj they 
slept vvilh Ihc family — few houses having 
Kiiesl- rooms. One has to keep remem- 
bering that the Hall was the heart of the 
home. Everyone ate Ihere, Ihr. children 
played there and die servants slept uVrc. 
Puppet shows were «ometîmes givrn and 
when minstrels came they were made wel- 
come, as were any travellers who chanc- 
ed (o seek admittance . 

It is surprising how people who had 
such a sense of beauty as did the people 
of that lime were content to live in such 



discomfort. 

At the end of the |5th centur) houses 
gradually became more beautiful. In Ihc 
16th century people got more ambitious 
for comfort. Mure rooms were added 
and more windows built in. There was 
an increase in accommodation enabling 
greatei privacy. 

In the Elizabethan age the IUH :->s- 
tcm changed- I heir was .1 separate 
dining room for the owners. The Hall 
became -1 place, for ihc servants, and in 
time ,1 servant's hall was built apart 
from the main building, The Hal) it- 
self Incarne, die lobby which it is today. 

Thus Pro! Waugh traced the evolu- 
tion of doin&Mic living in England. 
Before the time ol Elizabeth conditions 
existed which wc would he shocked at 
today. The lark of privacy and good 
manners which, even the most humble 
person now possesses 

Professor Waugh's lecture was the last 
of a series of extension lectures in his 
tory. The chairman was Mr. \Y. D 
Lighthall, who introduced the speaker. 

Professor liasil Williams announced 
that a historical club is lo be formed for 
teachers of history in or about Montreal. 
It will discuss methods of teaching the 
subject and will deal with any questions 
that arise. Anyone desiring to join the 
club should ge lin touch with Prof. Wil- 
liams .

of Nurses. He did more than any man 
of his time to co-ordinate the work of 
his profession in the various provinces 
of Canada, and above all in the practice 
of his profession set an example of what 
a wise; kind, unselfish, fathful doctor 
might be. It is one of the best rewards 
that a man can have in this weirld to 
find his services appreciated and lo en 
joy the esteem and good-will of his fcl 
lows. This Sir Thomas Roddick had in 
greater measure than most. He became 
the head of the Faculty of Medicine in 
hi- Alma Mater. He was elected a 
member of the Dominion Parliament by 
his own constituency; he became presi- 
dent of the British Medical Association 
tlje only occasion on which a prcsidcni 
has been chosen outside Ihc British Isles. 
He was knighted by his King for his 
public services. 

"But perhaps what Sir Thomas Rod 
dick most appreciated was the affection 
and confidence which he gained through 
his private practise. There arc a great 
company who never thought of him as 
Sir Thomas Roddick, although they were 
proud oT his knighthood, but as Dr. Rod 
dilk. the wise and kind physician who 
had seen ihein and their round the corner 
and through the bush, who gave him their 
confidences and received his counsels 
The respect and gratitude and affection 
of these humble citizens was dearer to 
him than all the honorri of the world 
This and the esteem of the members of 
his profession, those who knew that he 
was real and unselfish and competent, he 
esteemed a fitting reward for his life of 
service. 

"And so as we take out leave today ot 
dear Sir Thomas Roddick we remind 
ourselves that in him we had a good 
doctor, a good eitir.cn, and a real man- 
'Bring dead, he yet spea>cth ... and 
his works do follow him.' "
